What they see are the externals, 
and these things not appeal them. 
They notice, for example, that the priests 
are often burdened with debts and worries, 
confined the rectory, living alone and 
neglected. They know that the Sisters 
and Brothers often must spend eight 
ten hours stuffy classroom and then 
home and domestic work around 
the convent. They see that nursing Sisters 
are grievously overworked and that lay 
Brothers are often treated like undertakers. 
not humanly appealing! 

This judging from externals has become 
the real reason, experience, why 
few boys and girls show interest 
nowadays the priesthood religious 
life. not that life more sinful

Plenty Prospects 


way experiment, call mind any 
hundred Catholic teen agers you know. 
Only small fraction them will have 
eliminated from the priesthood 
religious life because physical handicaps. 
Certainly will more than per 
cent. Then taking the widest possible 
margins, you may have eliminate 
another per cent mentally unfit. 
Perhaps unwholesome environment and 
family background will knock out another 
per cent. Still another per cent may 
dropped because parental opposi- 
tion and per cent more for any 
reason all. But you will still have 
per cent (or imaginary five boys and 
five girls) with all the health, intelligence, 
and moral fitness necessary become 
priests, Brothers, and Sisters. Why 
that only one out every hundred 
our Catholic youths follows vocation, 
whereas ten more are qualified? 

not that God’s grace lacking 
that prospects are wanting. simply 
that ninety-nine out every hundred 
Catholic boys and girls lack the desire 
the priesthood religious life. And 
the only way they are going get such 
desire from our inspiration and en- 
couragement. 

There probably need article 
this kind stress the psychological 
approach these teen agers and the ways 
eliciting generosity. This matter has 
been covered six chapters Recruiting 
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for Christ. But would like summarize 
here the most popular 
niques and few experiences vocation- 
minded teachers. 


Deepen the Spiritual Life 

the very beginning try deepen the 
spiritual life your pupils. Mass and 
Communion are the utmost importance, 
will well start encouraging them 
more frequently the sacraments. 
Many. them will willing attend 
an-additional Mass each week for special 
intention. Urge them so, and make 
the intention “for vocations.” 

Some teachers have elicited special 
interest the Holy Sacrifice having 
each pupil contribute little toward 
Mass stipend. Boys and girls have 
added enthusiasm for Mass, when they 
themselves request and said for 
their intentions. 

Another way unearth some interesting 
ideas and provoke original thinking, 
have contest which prize will 
awarded the student who can suggest 
the best means overcoming the difficul- 
ties frequent Communion.

Create Vocational Atmosphere 

atmosphere the classroom, have 
your pupils bring school all the pictures 
they can find priests, Brothers, and 
Sisters action.

During English class and_ reading 
periods, pertinent passages can selected 
from these booklets and individual stu- 
dents told read them aloud. you 
may prefer the reading yourself, 
and have the pupils comment 
thought content the passages, sentence 
structure, and the like. 

With younger pupils will well 
especially those that show the nobility and 
heroism the priesthood and religious life. 

Then, least once week, time should 
set aside for special talk voca- 
tions. The first talk should treat the 
second should handle the difficulties 
following one’s vocation, e.g., parental ob- 
jection, lack money, and on. Another 
talk should explain the various apostolates 
that lie open, and concluding one should 
treat entrance requirements semi- 
naries and novitiates and appeal for genero- 
sity following God’s invitation.

good example VOCAT, game de- 
signed Sister Marie Therese, O.S.F., 
the Franciscan Sisters Christian Char- 
ity, Manitowoc, Wis. Using the principle 
bingo cards, Sister Marie Therese has 
prepared number VOCAT cards 
which answers vocational questions ap- 
pear. The players listen attentively while 
the teacher reads off various questions and 
then check their cards see they have 
the answer.

Question Box, too, always very 
helpful.

Aims and Objectives 


The Diocesan Speech Clinic dedicated 
the treatment and study the child 
whole. the application this 
philosophy, the clinic has sought sup- 
plement its therapy with the resources 
the allied medical psychological, 
and dental. 

The clinic has maintained threefold 
program. This includes diagnosis and 
therapy for the speech handicapped, the 
important work training clinical assist- 
ants, and the equipping teachers for 
the correction minor defects. 
common classroom experience for articula- 
tory defects such lisping, and baby- 
talk spread other children through 
mimicry unconscious imitation. 


Diagnosis and Clinical Procedure 


Pupils are referred the clinic their 
school principal. special form, designed 
prevent overcrowding provided for 
that purpose. insures the presence 
the parent guardian. 

When pupil presents himself for ad- 
mission, the first step taken ascertain 
his type speech defect. Does stam- 
mer, lisp, have some other form 
functional speech voice disorder? the 
defect due organic condition, such 
malocclusion, cleft palate, aphasia, 
spastic speech? 

Inasmuch all pupils who apply for 
speech correction, come under this generic 
classification, the following order ad- 
mission favors the consideration the 
more serious speech defects: (1) all 


stammerers; (2) all children who cannot 
communicate intelligently; (3) all children 
having cleft palate, hearing loss, other 
organic defect, aphasics, 
(4) all cases lateral emission lisp, and 
foreign accent; (5) all other children who 
require clinical assistance. 

N.B. Pupils all grades who suffer 
from minor articulatory disorders should 
treated class teachers who have ob- 
served one the demonstration lessons.

Yet “Voice and Diction” required

The thinking college student asks: 
“Why wasn’t told all this before? Why 
did they wait until reached college 
tell voice nasal, monotonous, 
etc.?” And has right ask this. Why 
wasn’t told? Why did the educators 
wait? short, why isn’t speech taught 
the elementary school? And the class- 
room teacher, the teacher the child sees 
every day, all day? The job should not 
done special person called for 
that particular subject. special teacher 
makes speech seem like special subject, 
something used only certain 
occasions. Poor speech bad habit; 
must replaced another habit, good 
speech. There are only two people who 
can make good speech habit the very 
young child, his mother and his classroom 
teacher. the mother fails, the teacher 
must it. Hence the slogan cam- 
paign for speech the elementary school: 
“Every teacher speech teacher!” Every 
teacher should speak well herself and thus 
model constantly before her students. 
She should have had few basic courses 
speech that she may able

correct some the minor speech defects 
the very young child. 


Minor Speech Defects 


Minor speech defects, some which 
teacher, become major speech defects, 
psychologically, the child carries them 
into adulthood. inferiority complex 
sometimes develops. few years ago 
had adult student, teacher, who used 
unpleasant sound; makes the 
tongue seem thick. But not difficult 
sound correct young child.

Important Considerations 


More and more, spelling considered 
integral part life.

Yet, despite the ex- 
cellent investigations concerning the cur- 
riculum and the teaching spelling, 
results have not been entirely satisfactory. 

The teacher must help the child 
understand that spelling real and 
necessary part living and writing.

through high school adulthood. 

Since the curriculum should function 
sequence life experiences and learn- 
ing procedures, follows that there must

never need writing. child who under-

Some considerations learning spell 
word. There not full agreement 
authorities the best method learning 
spell word. Most authorities agree 
however that the lack effective 
method one the causes poor spell- 
ing. Accordingly the following points from 
method which has worked effectively for 
children learning spell are presented. 

Meaning. Because the normal child 
understands some meanings most words 
needs learn spell, not neces- 
sary generally devote great amount 
time the study meaning the 
words spelling lesson. However, 
senseless for child waste time learning 
spell word unless knows least 
one meaning the word; for without 
meaning, the child cannot use the word 
intelligently. Meaning words may 
taught through enriched context, matching 
exercises, dictionary study, discussion, and 
other activities. 

Pronunciation. Correct pronunciation 
important the learning spelling. 
The child should taught how pro- 
nounce words correctly the early grades 
until has mastered technique for 
obtaining pronunciations from the dic- 
tionary. 

Presentation. Visual presentation, 
which usually supported auditory, 
oral, and kinesthetic activities, quite 
common practice. While there 
troversy concerning the value syllabica- 
tion word for presentation spelling, 
seems that word may presented 
whole word first. Then may pro- 
nounced syllables order that the child 
may have better understanding the 
parts the word relation each 
other. seems good psychology 
present the word finally whole word. 
Accordingly such direction the follow- 
ing worth while: the word; 
say syllable syllable; then pronounce 
the whole word.” 

Imagery. Before child can spell 
word, must form some type image 
the word. seems the opinion 
most authorities that, learning 
visual, oral, auditory, 
should remembered however that chil- 
dren vary their formation images. 
One may use visual aids more effectively 
then another, while third child may use 
the approach most effectively.

Take 
the problems daily life, and view them, 
discuss them, and solve them the light 
Christian principles. Doing this such 
manner will focus the consciousness 
the student directly the close relation- 
ship God and religion his personal 
life. will see the connection and make 
the mental transfer. Habitually employing 
his reason and submerging his tendency 
egoistic naturalistic point view, 
our youth will become what are striving 
make him: “the true Christian product 
Christian education, who thinks, judges, 
and acts constantly and consistently 
accordance with right reason illumined 
the supernatural light the example 

Following this preliminary discussion, 
the broad delineations for the fusion 
the guidance and religion program might 
sketched. Under the popular three gen- 
and personality, or, the civic-ethic-social 
guidance possibilities that the re- 
ligion class provides for developing poten- 
tialities these areas might appraised, 
members the faculty contributing ideas.

Common Methods Used 


choosing books for students, two sources 
generally are used: bibliography sheets and 
personal recommendation. Special reading 
lists for the class are made some teachers 
have placed conveniently the library. 
Both are partially effective inasmuch the 
need the group considered. Likewise 
useful are the supplementary bibliographies 
given the literature texts, with the obvious 
drawback that the library may not contain 
the books listed; and also that the lists 
not contain sufficient number titles. 
Teachers may, however, indicate the stu- 
dents which ones are available and suggest 
others than those listed. 

Another plan relatively useful 
temporary placement books special 
shelf from which the student may 
choose his book within limited time. 


this way, the books are not kept out 
general circulation too long, and the same 
time, specific class needs are filled. These 
methods are, the whole, acceptable, but 
not adequately selective. They apply the 
class, but not the student; the group, 
but not the individual. 


Selective Selection Needed 


Character always affected reading. 
Assembly line book selection haphazard 
way answering the challenge build the 
whole man. Individual selection for each 
student the second method and the 
answer the problem how personal needs 
are receive the deserved attention. Work 
and care and occasional headaches for the 
teacher are the hallmarks this plan, but 
systematic progress, deep enjoyment, and 
growth holiness are the fruitful harvest.

How star- 
tackle John Doe know that Saint Among 
the Hurons not just another ordinary biog- 
raphy that God’s Underground not 
merely the kind book read during 
retreat. And Quo Vadis! The title alone 
shouts trespassing him. the English 
teacher. who must introduce him books 
that are suited his tastes, compatible with 
his mental ability, and scaled his spiritual 
caliber. This need for careful, individual selec- 
tion urgent call English teachers 
today. 

Two possible plans for this giving per- 
sonal attention are easily devised. the 
opening new unit, the teacher may bring 
books her classroom, and, after “selling” 
them, she may have them checked out 
the library student librarian the 
classroom. 

this way, those students who have al- 
ready read the book can help “sell” it. One 
exclamation such “Is that ever perfect 


story” enough sell even the Roman 
Martyrology! possible this way subtly 
steer suitable books toward the individual 
imp-angels whose lofty destinies 
come clearer and more easily attainable 
through the agency literature. 

books cannot brought the class, 
then the class could brought the books! 
Yes, the library. The students could also 
told when their teacher available 
the library course, that 
free periods for the English teacher are 
not merely dream conceived the marrow 
pedagogical textbooks.

Reporting the Book 


Book reviewing reporting presents other 
problems such how mark judge and 
what type testing program adopt.

There 
will always among reading groups, the 
skimmers and the scanners; the prose lovers 
and the pulp fiends; the racers and the 
plodders; and each one these part sinner, 
part saint. One method book reporting can- 
not embrace all types student readers. 
Jane Doe may know the exact dates and 
purposes Father DeSmet’s councils with 
the Indians; while John, his slow under- 
standing may not even have grasped the 
general purpose the councils. Still, can 
review measure the value that each derived 
from the book? John may have been fired 
with the flaming zeal the Indian missionary, 
while Jane’s curious interest may well have 
been whetted only the grotesque foods 
which were often the wigwam menu Father 
DeSmet. Who gets what mark and why? 

Another puzzle concerns the old familiar 
stunt students which review the half- 
read (and possible) the unread book. 
Teachers are well aware that their charges are 
ever prone Adam’s faults; therefore vigil- 
ance needed lest the book reviewed 
neat bundle adjectives, adverbs, and 
prepositional phrases. possible get 
the plot from friend during session 
the drugstore! The market for secondhand 
book reviews skyrockets most schools 
some time its history. Father Daniel Lord, 
S.J., once said that teacher, was 
always amazed the number his boys 
who reviewed book shortly after movie 
based the story had been shown neigh- 
borhood theaters. These problems cannot 
solved with secret elixir formula 
but various methods are effective some 
degree. 

Reviews generally are two classes: oral 
and written. Oral reports class followed 
questions addressed both the teacher and 
students popular not only because the 
practice speaking, but also for thorough- 
ness. However, with the large groups most 
schools where the teacher feels quite like the 
woman the shoe, these floor talks are too 
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time consuming conducted regularly. 
Various types written reports are more 
commonly used. Some teachers require 
précis the book specified times, 
minimum number intervals. Another 
plan schedules class test administered 
report day. This test consists either 
general questions for any book else they 
are compiled for each book the reading 
list. The latter effective history 
science classes where standard bibliographies 
are used, but with the varied English readings, 
almost impossible unless done for very 
small classes. Alternation these plans 
combination them usually successful. 


Ways and Means 


The requirements for English must 
elastic.

trial and revision, presented here. Those 
using find highly flexible and convenient 
for use both the junior and senior high 
school. 

Teachers remark about “that brilliant class 
that “horrible one,” probably still 
school. foolhardy expect the same 
number book reports from each group 
from each student. Consequently, re- 
quirements must vary. Two solutions given 
are: first, have three-week and six-week 
books; (or two and four weeks); second, 
adopt suitable point system. the first 
scheme, the teacher, while “selling” the books 
class can designate for each the length 
time. this way, poor John Doe can 
given four six weeks read Priest Work- 
man Germany, while Jane will able 
finish half the time. The quality 
the reading may also this way gauged.

Teaching

VERY course bookkeeping calls for 

understandable the re- 
lationship between banking and accounting. 
Unlike courses economics, banking cannot 
handled entirely the lecture method, 
since the primary emphasis bookkeeping 
must the mechanics banking not 
the historical development the sociological 
advantages. Any bookkeeping class can con- 
sider these aspects, but the nature 
boekkeeping the emphasis must the 
mechanics banking. Thus problems 
establishing and maintaining checking ac- 
count, banking forms and their correct usage 
including bank reconciliations, bank services, 
and bank functions must receive close atten- 
tion. Time can also devoted explaining 
the clearinghouse and the Federal Reserve 
Banks, but not elaborate detail. 


Careful Explanation 


The many and varied services the bank 
should explained with particular emphasis 
the availability these services the 
various types business enterprise: indi- 
vidual proprietorship, partnership, and the 
corporation. Particular attention should 
devoted the individual proprietorship. Bank- 
ing functions are both diverse and com- 
plicated. amount classroom lecturing 
can acquaint the students fully with the pro- 
cedures involved opening and maintaining 
checking account, such preparing deposit 
slips for large and small deposits, writing 
checks, keeping check stubs, and reconciling 
the monthly bank statement. the majority 
any bank’s customers what actually hap- 
pens between the time check written and 
the canceled check returned remains 
mystery. That mystery not one limited 
students and laymen; often happens that 
many teachers have only vague concept 
the banking procedure. 

Two complications appear the outset. 
most cases the students themselves have had 
practically actual contact with banks and 
are handicapped limited understanding 
banking functions. Sometimes our 
parochial school system where religious con- 
duct the commerce curriculum even the teach- 
er’s experience this field somewhat re- 
stricted. However, many priests, Brothers, and 
nuns teaching high school commerce courses 
also fulfill some administrative position 
the school staff, such treasurer, business 
manager, purchasing agent, cafeteria man- 
ager, and those capacities gain considerable 
knowledge local banking conditions and 
procedures.

institutions excellent means relating 
the classroom explanations with reality. Such 
tours can arranged rather easily. The pro- 
gram followed Cathedral Boys’ High 
School, Springfield, this year, while teaching 
the banking unit bookkeeping possibly con- 
tains ideas which you might wish incorpor- 
ate into your teaching plan. 

suggestion proposed during conversations 
between the bookkeeping teacher and Willard 
Bunn, Jr., vice-president Springfield Marine 
Bank, resulted tour Oldest 
Banking Institution” the class following 
luncheon sponsored the bank for the stu- 
dents. Since the bookkeeping class included 
students, luncheons and tours were ar- 
ranged two consecutive days, thereby 
dividing the class into groups that could 
conveniently handled all departments 
the bank. 


Preliminary Study 
Class activities preliminary the tour 
prepared the students for their visitation. The 
preparation involved these steps: 
Study the class the textbook chap- 
ter entitled: “The Use Banking Services.” 
II. Discussion the chapter including ex- 
planations bank forms and procedures in- 
volved opening and maintaining account, 
issuing and endorsing checks, preparation 
deposits, and reconciling bank statements. 
addition the illustrations the text, the 
teacher used actual instances each case 
under consideration. 
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III. Students collected from the local banks 
sample check blanks, forms, 
and statements. These were presented 
and compared; samples each different type 
were mounted the bookkeeping bulletin 
board the students. 

IV. Chapter summary questions were. writ- 
ten and discussed and the bookkeeping 
book problems covering checks 
reconciliations were completed. 

The two luncheons and tours climaxed 
the unit. 

Following the two activities students 
compared notes, reviewed the experience, and 
related the banking functions witnessed 
the tour with bookkeeping practices. con- 
sidering banking services, the students mani- 
fested greater realization the complexity 
banking, and appreciation the neces- 
sity for precision, equality debits and 
credits, and accuracy recording bookkeeping 
entries. 

Both luncheons and tours were scheduled 
minimize disturbance the regular school 
schedule. The bookkeeping class precedes the 
lunch hour, the students visiting the bank 
were able leave school following the third 
morning period and returned for the first class 
period following the noon recess. This allowed 
nearly hour and half for the activity. 
Student cars were used and parking spaces 
were reserved the bank advance. The 
group left together accompanied 
teacher and returned the same manner. 

Upon arrival Springfield Marine Bank 
the class was met Mr. Bunn and escorted 
the cafeteria where table was reserved 
for the occasion. George Bettinghaus, vice- 
president and cashier, and Hoffman, as- 
sistant cashier, joined Mr. Bunn, the teacher, 
and the class for lunch. These men helped 
brief the students further and distributed 
statements and printed materials explaining 
banking the group. 


Processes Demonstrated 

The tour commenced with the bank’s book- 
keeping division and included the proofing 
department, bank statement and records divi- 
sion, and the trust department. Department 
heads accompanied the group through their 
respective units explaining each process, while 
skilled operators demonstrated the various 
machines used sorting, recording, micro- 
filming, journalizing, and Address-o-graphing. 
local office equipment firm supplied the 
teacher with colorful folders explaining the 
operation these machines, and these bul- 
letins were posted the classroom bulletin 
board. 

The class visited the bank prior the 
opening new paying and receiving windows, 
was possible divide the group and 
permit them use the various cages. this 
point the bank officials reviewed the flow 
the cash and checks through the various de- 
partments the bank. various points 
throughout the tour helpful instructions were 
presented the matter how write 
checks, how the clearinghouse operates, how 
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errors are detected and records preserved, and 
points interest. 

When the group visited the vaults they 
were shown and permitted handle one- and 
and explanation the safety deposit vaults, 
the tour concluded.

the functioning these little vocation 
clubs there much room for originality 
ideas. must bear mind though that 
the activities these lower grades must 
kept very, very simple.
